phases 

The latest reverse was loss of 
the village of Kommerscheidt to a 
violent German: counterattack 
Doughboys were driven back 500 
yards to high ground to the north- 
west. 

The Germans atill held Schmidt, 
15. miles southeastof Aachen, once 
taken by Americans, and part of 
Vossenack, two miles northwest of 
Bcehmidt, 

Despite the setbacks at the Ger 
man village strongholds, the First 
Army had made considerable 
progress in clearing the Hurtgen 
forest southeast of Aachen. 

Writing from the Schmidt grea, 
Associated Press Correspondent 
William Smith White said “the 
enemy is holding on all over this 
front, which covers the approaches 
to Duren and to Cologne itself, as 
he has rarely held on to any local 
area in this campaign.” He said 
50 German tanks were in the 
area. 

Third Army Attack. 

The Third Army’s attack be- 
tween Metz and Nancy was begun 
at dawn today at points along a 
25-mile front. In the first hours 
four lightly-contested villages were 
captured.

“substantially im- 
proved” its line between Nancy 
and Metz, a front dispatch said. 
Midway between the two French 
cities, the Americans crossed the 
Seille River. Resistance ranged 
from light to moderate. 

Thé jumpoff followed an hour 
of artillery preparation and was 
made across fields sodden with 36 
hours of rain. A few prisoners 
were captured in the first hour. 

The Germans now have been 
driven from all except one small 
pocket south of the Maas (Meuse) 
in Holland.

John 
Moses as his successor. 

In a statement issued here Nye 
offered Moses “congratulations 
and my assurance of any help I 
might be asked or privileged to 
accord him.” 

Lynn U. Stambaugh, former na- 
tional commander of the American 
Legion, third man in the race and 
running on an independent ticket, 
had conceded Moses’ election and 
congratulated him. 

Moses, who spent the first six 
weeks of the campaign in a hos- 
pital at- Rochester, Minn., will 
be the first Democrat elected to 
the United States Senate by North 
Dakota popular vote.

Stambaugh had unsuccessfully 
sought the Republican nomination 
in the primary.

North Dakota; the victory of Sen- 
ator Scott Lucas (Dem.) in IIli- 
nois over Richard Lyons; and the 
senatorial victories of Gov.

Political Factors. 

From the domestic and purely 
political viewpoints the election 
brought into clear view what 
many politicians and  0»political 
analysts detected in the apparent 
confusion of the campaign. These 
were: 

1. The power of organized lIa- 
bor, as typified by the CIO— 
Political Action Committee. 
More decisively than ever be- 
fore in American politics, labor 
leaders “delivered” the votes of 
their organizations, notably in 
the highly industrialized urban 
localities. 

2. As in 1940, a “me too” cam- 
paign on New Deal legislation 
failed to win the approval of a 
majority of the voters. 

S. Roosevelt is still “the 
Champ” in campaign technique. 
His whirlwind finish, particular- 
ly his personal appearance un- 
der trying weather conditions 
before millions of persons, 
scotched the whispering cam- 
paign about his health. 

4. The small majority by 
which the Democrats will con- 
trol the House foreshadows a 
continuance of the Republican 
and conservative Democratic 
coalition against the White 
House on many domestic issues. 

5. In the Senate there prob- 
ably will be a similar coalition 
on domestic issues, but the de- 
feat of several so-called “isola- 
tionists” in the primaries and 
elections indicates greater unity 
on foreign policy. 

6. The so-called “scientific 
polls,” while they can approxi- 
mate the division of the popu- 
lar vote, are an uncertain guide 
to the final results in the elec- 
toral college. The same may 
be said of the forecasts by po- 
litical analysts who usually base 
their opinions on their own sur- 
veys of the local electorates 
and the “lowdown” given them 
by practical politicians. The po- 
litical writers, because of their 
reputations, are prone to be cau- 
tious. 

7. Missouri will have a larger 
share in the national adminis- 
tration and in the Democratic 
party. Truman, as Vice Presi- 
dent, will be in a position to 
demonstrate his powers of cOn- 
ciliation in the Senate. Robert 
E. Hannegan of St. Louis, be- 
cause of the success of the 
Roosevelt-Truman ticket, will be 
acclaimed a great national 
chairman and may be selected» 
for a high administrative post 
in the Governmest.

The proposed second session of 
the Big Three, a year after their 
gathering at Tehran, becomes pos- 
sible now because the outcome of 
Tuesday's voting has restored to 
diplomacy the stability lost during 
the campaign. Then foreign Gov- 
ernments did not know whether 


they would have to reckon with 
Roosevelt or Gov. Thomas 
Dewey in the weeks ahead. 


Perhaps This Month. 


Consequently diplomatic author- 
ities here now expect an acceler- 
ation in international affairs be- 
ginning with the projected offi- 
Threé session, which some  offi- 
cials hope may even be held this 
month, 

It appears certain that attempts 
will be made soon to speed work 
on the proposed world security or- 
ganization and to reach agreement 
with Britain, Russia and the other 
Allies on control of a defeated 
Germany. 


The great political issue to be 
settled in the Big Three meeting 
is basic to American foreign pol- 
icy: How far are Russia, Britain 
and the United States willing to 
go in harmonizing their interests? 
Since the United States and Brit- 
ain have had long experience and 
share much confidence in their bi- 
lateral solution of this problem, 
the question really boils down to 
British-American vs. Russian in- 
terests. 


Stalin is believed to be looking 
to Roosevelt and Churchill for an- 
swers to these two fundamental 
questions: 


1. Will the United States take 
part, this time, in a world se- 
curity organization? 

2. Can Britain be deepnded on 
to work with rather’ than 
against Russia in Europe? 


Procedure to Be Fixed. 


These questions also pose for 
the President one of his greatest 
domestic problems—holding popu- 
lar support for the proposed new 
world organization against the at- 
tacks that are certain to develop. 
These are due to come to an issue 
in Congress over Senate approval 
of treaties committing the United 
States to join the proposed new 
league and over legislation gov- 
erning the use of American 
armed forces to help prevent ag- 
gression. 


Secretary of State Hull has been 
the author of the world organiza- 
tion campaign to date and despite 
Hull’s age and illnesses, the Presi- 
dent is expected to continue to 
rely on him for this and similar 
work as long as he is able to re- 
main in office. 

The top item on the agenda of 
a Big Three conference is expect- 
ed to be settlement of the voting 
procedure dispute left over from 
the Dumbarton Oaks world secur- 
ity planning. 

The fact that Roosevelt now is 
assured four more years in office 
is regarded by diplomats, rightly 
or wrongly, as the strongest pos- 
sible guarantee to Britain and 
Russia that United States policies 
will move forward generally un- 
changed so far as the Chief Ex- 
ecutive is concerned.

Tax Assessor’s Reply 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is not with a desire to enter into 
a lengthy debate, but rather with a pro- 
found hope that we may be enabled to 
assist the small percentage of derelict 
taxpayers in understanding both the 
necessity and desirability of filing per- 
sonal property tax returns, that we re- 
ply to the “Tax Complaint” of F. A. J., 
which appeared on your editorial page a 
few days ago. 

F. A. J. states, “I have always left the 
assessments to the city appraiser and 
have never filed a return.” Under Sec- 
tions 10950 and 10951 of the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, 1939, each person 
served a personal property tax return is 
required to give a true list of all his or 
her taxable property. Section 10955 also 
reads, “If any person ... shall fail to 
deliver the required list to the assessor, 
the property which ought to have been 
listed shall be assessed at double its 
value.” 

Believe me, it is one of the hardest 
and most disagreeable duties we are 
obliged to discharge—to make an arbi- 
trary assessment; however, when a tax- 
payer deliberately fails to comply with 
the law, we have no alternative. 

Instead of writing letters of complaint 
on a subject of which he evidently has 
no understanding, we would rather have 
F, A. J., and others of similar viewpoint, 
join the more than 200,000 personal prop- 
erty taxpayers in filing a fair and equi- 
table return each year with this office.

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Our Democracy Decides 


If yesterday's election was a test of the wis- 
dom—let us say, instead, of the common sense 
—of the American people, that test has been 
passed with a mark of E for excellent. 

It was a matter of elemental common sense. 
Since the war is going well, would it not have 
been a foolish and dangerous thing for the 
United States to repudiate good management 
of it? The nation decided that it would. 

As shown by the large vote Mr. Dewey re- 
ceived, larger than the Willkie turn-out of four 
years ago, the American people dislike and fear 
a fourth term as they disliked and feared a 
third. There is a very wholesome precedent 
against vesting too much power for too long a 
time in any party. The instinct to avoid it 
dates back to the very beginning of the Ameri- 
can Republic. 

But the war is far from won, either in Europe 
or in the Far East. Though victory is certain, 
we are still in mid-career. The intricate mech- 
anisms of administration would necessarily be 
interrupted by a change in government. There 
would have been a period from Nov, 7 to Jan. 
20 when all the responsible heads of government 
from President down would be operating in an 
atmosphere of doubt and uncertainty. This 
might have produced calamitous results. 

In addition, in the period beyond Jan. 20, 
when the new administration was feeling its way 
toward the touch of command, there would have 
been confusion and faltering. It would have 
been as through Marshall, Eisenhower, Arnold, 
Nimitz, King, MacArthur and Halsey were sud- 
denly supplanted by new commanders in the 
middle of the fighting. 

Likewise, in the subtle field of diplomacy and 
in the field of international relationships, a 
Dewey victory might have had serious repercus- 
sions. Broken would have been the relation- 
ships, built over the war years, of Roosevelt 
with other chiefs of state. We can only guess 
at the psychological letdown among the peoples 
of our allies if, not understanding American 
politics, they saw only the broad picture that 
the American people had repudiated their Presi- 
dent and the Commander in Chief of the Army 
and Navy. There would have been misunder- 
standing, perplexity, possibly dismay. 

Well, we didn’t swap horses in midstream. 
The dangers of confusion and psychological 
damage have been averted. Our war leadership 
has been given a mandate to go ahead with the 
war, with the plans for the peace and with the 
preparations for reconversion. 


What the G. O. P. Learned 


As we pointed out yesterday, no other coun- 
try in the world has submitted itself to the 
verils of a general election in wartime. Herein 
lies the proud fact of our democratic strength. 
We had a fair and free contest and, while the 
losers are disappointed, they will now, as Amer- 
ican citizens, close ranks and march ahead. 

It is to be regretted that the election was not 
confined to the highest level, but perhaps it is 
inevitable in a democracy as lusty as ours that 
it should arouse well-nigh ungovernable pas- 
sions in a time of world crisis. It is also char- 
acteristic of our democracy that campaign 
wounds heal fast and that absurd exaggerations 
are always seen for what they are in the light 
of the cool morning after. 

The Republican party has learned some les- 
sons during this campaign. With all regard for 
Mr, Dewey, he had had, prior to his nomination 
for Governor, only a comparatively minor role 
in American life, considering the ghastly urg- 
ency of the times, and no experience in national 
life. He did the best he could, but it was not 
good enough to impress the American people. 

Apart from the personality of the candidate, 
the party itself, it is plain, needs intellectual re- 
juvenation. It had little to offer except an ac- 
ceptance of the New Deal philosophy, with im- 
plications and additions and the promise, “We 
can do it better.” The Republican party must 
open itself for new ideas. It must keep itself 
abreast of the times. It must, if it would appeal 
to the imagination of the American people, quit 
looking nostalgically over its shoulder at the 
good old days; instead, it must look forward to 
better and brighter days to come and tell the 
country how we are to achieve them. 

Mr. Roosevelt won a smashing victory, con- 
sidering the misgivings over a fourth term, con- 
sidering all the accumulated hatreds, prejudices, 
old scores, real and fancied grievances bound 
to pile up when any party stays eight years 
in office, much less 12. But the millions who 


“voted_against him constitute a great segment 


of the people. Mr. Roosevelt’s victory was far 
from total. The huge minority who voted for 
Dewey will accept the verdict with as much 
sportsmanship as their leaders. But by their 
numbers and by their sincerity they should ex- 
ercise a sobering and restraining influence upon 
the administration. 

Meantime, let’s go ahead and win the war, 
win the peace and prepare ourselves for the 
great tasks of binding the wounds of a badly 
tortured world. 


How Congress Looks 


Fortunately for the nation and the world, the 
new Congress reflects the voters’ determination 
not to weaken the vote of confidence in the 
President by saddling him with a Republican 
House and an adverse Senate. 

The present House consists of 214 Democrats, 
212 Republicans, four of minor parties and there 
are five vacant seats. But the new House seems 
sure to have an effective working majority of 
Democrats. 

In the Senate, the present line-up of 58 
Democrats, 37 Republicans and one Progres- 
sive has been bettered. Majority Leader Bark- 
ley won, as had been expected; Thomas of Okla- 
homa retained his seat, along with Thomas of 
Utah despite an uphill fight; Brien McMahon 
defeated Danaher of Connecticut, a distinct gain. 

The victory of the veteran Senator Robert F. 
Wagner in New York is one of the best of all 
the auguries for forward-looking America. Sen- 
ator Wagner, in his 17 years in the Senate, has 
introduced much progressive legislation. 

Assured is the return to the Senate of Scott 
W. Lucas of Illinois, Democrat. His opponent, 
Richard J. Lyons, was a favorite of Col. McCor- 
mick of the Chicago Tribune, and a politician 
of dubious caliber as well. Lucas fought for 


preparedness before Pear] Harbor, supported 
the President in most major legislation, and will 
be a great support to him in the senatorial task 
of peace-building that is ahead. 

Some of the most notorious isolationists in 
the nation are among the losers, including Rep- 
resentative Hamilton Fish, of New York, who 
all along has been so far out of harmony with 
the American attitude toward the war that his 
support was flatly repudiated by Gov. Dewey. 
Representative Stephen A. Day of Illinois, who 
opposed modification of the Neutrality Act, lend- 
lease and selective service, seems to be losing a 
close race for Congressman-at-Large to liberal 
Emily Taft Douglas. 

Senator Gerald P. Nye of North Dakota, an- 
other arch-isolationist, stands a good chance of 
defeat by Gov. John Moses, who would be the 
first Democrat ever sent ‘to the Senate from 
North Dakota by popular vote. Gov. Moses is 
progressive and is, among the Governors of the 
Missouri Valley, one of the most favorably dis- 
posed toward creation of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority to develop this great region. 

All this Senate improvement will be of great- 
est importance, because this body must advise 
and consent to any treaty by a two-thirds vote 
—a “defect of the Constitution” which has on 
numerous occasions enabled one-third plus one 
of the members of the upper chamber to block 
treaties important for the nation’s welfare. 


Kaufmann’s Remarkable Victory 


St. Louis voters discriminated yesterday with 
scientific and non-partisan precision. They gave 
President Roosevelt a commanding majority and 
then, disregarding party lines, enough of them 
crossed to the Republican side of the ballot to 
re-elect Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann. He not only 
overcame the Roosevelt city plurality of 63,902 
but ran 31,275 ahead of his opponent. In other 
words, this signifies the remarkable total of 47,- 
500 split tickets in a total vote of 319,038. It was 


as superb an exhibition of informed voting as 


this city has ever seen. 

Despite the splendid record he had made in 
his 15 months of service, Mr. Kaufmann’s only 
hope was in a heavy total of split tickets. With 
Roosevelt expected to. carry the city, there was 
the possibility that so many voters would “vote 
*er straight” that the Mayor’s opponent, Patrick 
J. Burke, would ride into the Mayor’s office on 
the President's coattails. 

The straight party vote Is a commonplace in 
presidential years, when partisan feelings run 
high. Time and care are required to cast a 
divided ballot, in addition to the study that pre- 
cedes the actual voting. It is to the everlasting 
credit of many thousands of St. Louisans who 
helped roll up the President's majority that they 
considered the welfare of their city as well as 
that of their nation and crossed the party line 
to vote for Kaufmann. 

This result is even more outstanding when 
one notes that Democrats, from the top to the 
bottom of the ticket, made a solid sweep in St. 
Louis except for Mayor. There is also the fact 
that Burke had a powerful organization, tested 
by his surprise victory in the primary, and 
geared to deliver the votes on election day, 
That the Mayor was able to 6vercome all these 
handicaps and win his decisive victory means 
that he received a handsome vote of confidence 
from his city’s people, regardless of politics. 


St. Louis Congressmen 

The nation-wide movement to elect a House 
of Representatives that will support the admin- 
istration’s domestic and international program 
got notable co-operation in St. Louis when the 
voters of the Eleventh District rejected Con- 
gressman Louis E. Miller (Rep.) by the decisive 
plurality of 18,927. The fact that the success- 
ful candidate, John B. Sullivan, was narrowly 
defeated two years ago by Miller indicates a 
wholesome change in voter opinion. 

In the Twelfth District, another opponent of 
the administration, Representative Walter C, 
Ploeser (Rep.) has a sizable lead over his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Phelim O'Toole. It may be

will prove to have done a needed job that the 
civilian voters failed to do. 

In the Thirteenth District, as in the presiden- 
tial outcome, the good record of a veteran pub- 
lic servant has been rewarded by a new tenure 
of office. Representative John J. Cochran was 
elected to his eleventh House term virtually by 
acclamation, for his Republican opponent with- 
drew from the race several weeks ago. It is 
the good fortune of St. Louis and the nation that 
his constructive work in Congress will continue, 


Women in Congress 

Strangely, two women from opposite coasts 
of the country personified, in the congressional 
elections, many of the principal issues at stake 
throughout the nation. Each, in her way, brings 
the dubious asset of “glamour” to political ac- 
tivity. Each was a major speaker at her party’s 
national convention. Each has won and will sit 
on Capitol Hill—Clare Boothe Luce of Connecti- 
cut for her second term, Helen Gahagan Doug- 
las of California for her first. 

Yet despite all these areas for comparison, 
the women are as far apart in ideas and tech- 
nique as two candidates could be. Mrs. Luce 
demonstrated, in her convention speech and in 
her, dervish-like campaign both for her own elec- 
tion and that of Mr. Dewey, singularly poor 
taste, and what was at times an almost witch- 
like capacity for smearing the opposition and 
distorting the real problems facing the country, 

Helen Douglas, who defeated the illiberal, iso- 
lationist Campbell, is a woman of deep convic- 
tions, of serious concern for the social progress 
of the country.

Here’s What the British Have Done

Britain’s losses in war show she took her share of the punishment, 
says article; her armed forces, exclusive of Home Guards, equal 
15 per cent of people, as compared with 8 or 9 per cent here; 
nation has record of sacrifice such as we have not had to face. 


From the Outpost, Published by Americans in Britain 


The story of England fighting to the last 
Frenchman, and expecting every American 
to do his duty, is perhaps less often heard 
since the invasions of Italy and Normandy. 
In part, it is replaced by a thoughtless 
tendency among British and Americans to 
blame each other’s newspapers for over- 
playing the achievements of their own 
troops. 


But when the fighting stops and the 
German underground gets to work on the 
preliminaries of their hoped-for third try, 
the legend that the British fail to pull their 
weight will come“up once more. So it seems 
worth while to publish the figures, in so 
far ag they are obtainable. 


First as to losses suffered, the fact needs 
to be Kept always in mind that the United 
Kingdom, while holding the fort when the 
rest of us were atill unready, took her 
share of punishment without yielding. Ci- 
villian deaths by enemy action in the first 
four years of war were 49,730, not counting 
those in the 1944 attacks on London. 


Because of the fact that British and 
American action in this war has been 
mainly in the air and on the sea, we have 
not suffered such tremendous military 
losses as those of Russia and China. For 
the first four years of the war, British 
Empire armed forces had 159,000 killed and 
78,000 missing. American forces up to July 
14, 1944, have had a total of 54,000 killed 
and 47,000 missing. 


Never Shirked Their Duty 


There is no fair way to compare these 
figures, because the British forces took 
the brunt of the first years when by ne- 
cessity most battles were defeats and all 
supplies were too little and too late; while 
today all the Allies are on the offensive, 
with overwhelming air control and ample 
supplies everywhere outside of China. 


But it is fair to note the fact that the 
United Kingdom was not shirking the bur- 
den of defense in those difficult years. Of 
the 159,000 from the British Empire who 
were killed in battle, 121,000 are listed as 
coming from the United Kingdom. These 
include only a few overseas enlistments, 
mainly from Newfoundland and Southern 
Rhodesia. In addition, 26,000 merchant 
seamen were lost in British ships, though 
the proportion who were natives of the 
British Isles is not given. 

In the main, the people of European 
origin throughout the empire have done 
most of the fighting in its defense, the 


chief exception of course being India, where 
certain sections of the populations are war- 
like. The Indian volunteer army numbers 
over 2,000,000, and their navy has 30,000. 
Indian losses in the first four years were 
6000 killed and 66,000 missing. The large 
number missing is the result of the defeats 
in Asia, and of Japanese reluctance to re- 
port prisoners, 


In Australia, New Zealand, Canada and 
South Africa, we Americans should remem- 
ber, there are a total of only 22 million 
people of European origin, and in Great 
Britain less than 47 million. The whole 
lot does not add up to much more than 
half the population of the United States, 
but the British armed forces, other than 
Indian, amount to 7,000,000 men and 500,000 
women, besides 1,750,000 in the Home 
Guard of Great Britain—a well-trained 
force, many of whom have been in action 
against enemy bombers. 


Small Power in Big League 


United States armed forces are between 
8 and 9 per cent of our population, but 
Australia and New Zealand have armed 
about 12 per cent, and the United Kingdom 
15 per cent, outside of the Home Guard! 


The people of Great Britain, and their 
descendants throughout the Common- 
wealth and Empire, altogether are, in com- 
parison with their allies, a small power 
playing in the big league. But they have 
played up to big league form, at the cost 
of efforts and losses that we in America 
have not had to face. There is credit 
enough for all, particularly since no one 
of the great powers, nor any two of them, 
could have stood up to the Axis without 
the help of the others. 


These basic statistics are the bare bones 
of the fact of British contribution to the 
Allied victory, by which the world has 
been saved from deadly peril. Those who 
have lived in London during the war, and 
have traveled among the factories, the 
camps and the ports of Britain know the 
living courage and steadfastness that lie 
back of the dry statistics. That is another 
story, but one human incident may serve 
to end this brief note, 

When an old lady was being dug out of 
the wreck of her house, someone started 
sympathetically cursing the Nazis for 
bombing non-military objectives. “Well,” 
says she, “I have eight nippers in the 
forces, and if I'm not a military objective, 
I don’t know who is.” 


No Time for Jubilation 


From the Pittsburgh Press. 


Since we have so often disagreed with 
Mrs. Roosevelt, we are particularly happy 
to say “Amen” to a suggestion in her 
column, “My Day.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt quoted a letter she had 
received, arguing that a “wild celebration, 
such as marked Armistice day at the end 
of World War I” would be utterly inap- 
propriate for marking the day Germany 
is defeated. 

“I think I agree with the gentleman,” 
said Mrs. Roosevelt, “for my heart would 
not feel free and joyous. . Perhaps our 
bells might ring out. We might say a word 
of silent prayer and gratitude, and every 


one of us might do an extra bit of work 
to signify our determination to bring the 
final close of the war as close as possible.” 

When the war in Europe ends, vast num- 
bers of Americans will still be in the Pa- 
cific engaged in fighting as bloody as any- 
thing seen in Europe. News of a wild 
celebration, suggesting the end of the 
war, might find bitter reaction among these 
men. 

We suggest that the big celebration be 
delayed until Japan also is beaten and we 
can rejoice that all our sons and neighbors 
in the service may turn their steps, as well 
as their thoughts, homeward. 


Last of Seven Fine Volumes 
On Lee and His Lieutenants 


“Lee's Lieutenants’’ (Vol. Ill), by Douglas Southall 
Freeman, (Charlies Scribner's Sons, New York.) 
This new volume by the world authority 

on Robert E. Lee is the ripe fruit of three 

decades’ reflection on the Lion of the Con- 
federacy and the Virginia war he fought. 

The General's own axiom, “Duty is the 

noblest word in the English language,” 

must have animated the distinguished edi- 
tor of the Richmond News-Leader in his 
30-year research and analysis of everything 
even remotely tangent to his hero's career. 

His compendious “R. E, Lee,” completed 
in four volumes in 1934, deservedly won 
the Pulitzer Prize for biography in that 
year, but he could not rest upon his lau- 
rels. Two years later, he began “Lee's Lieu- 
tenants,” a study in command, which treats 
in great detail all the important officers 
who served under Lee. The seven volumes 
of his two encyclopedic studies contain 
some 2,000,000 words. Such productivity, 
almost as astounding as Dumas’, is al! the 
more notable when one remembers that at 
the same time Dr. Freeman is editing his 
paper, lecturing at the Columbia School 
of Journalism and otherwise carrying on 
the life of a man of many talents, 

> . > 


Dr. Freeman's concluding chapter of 
summary and estimate—with which he 
wisely decided to begin the book, as its in- 
troduction—contains the essence of his re- 
flection on Confederate command. He 
makeg the point that the history of Lee's 
Army vindicated the belief in the need for 
“professional training in arms for men 
who were to exercise command.” The Army 
of Northern Virginia “could not have been 
organized or commanded successfully with- 
out West Point.” Lee’ always insisted on 
the Army of Northern Virginia being led, 
above regimental levels, by professional! and 
semi-professional Soldiers, 

Command, however, was a gamble—in 
human nature as in military knowledge or 
aptitude and professional training did not 
guarantee success as a combat officer. 

The stern test of battle quickly dem- 
onstrated whether an officer would pro- 
gress or not. He might have good luck in 
a single battle, but a campaign would gen- 
erally tell the tale. The commanders who 
stood up best to long and gruelling opera- 
tions were in general those most diligent 
in keeping their troops well disciplined and 
in good condition while in camp. Soldiers 
respond to a commander who “looks after 
his men.” None the less, the greatness 
of Lee’s Army was in its supreme com- 
mand and in “that body of incomparable 
infantry.” 

> > ° 

In his account of the Gettysburg cam- 
paign, Mr, Freeman examines the minds 
and moods of Longstreet, Ewell and Stuart 
without inhibitions, and the result is a good 
inquest into the reasons why it was Lee's 
worat-execuled campaign and worst-fought 
battle. 

This volume, like its predecessors, con- 
tains excellent informative appéndices, a 
good critical bibliography, and a satisfac- 
tory index. It has the further merit of en- 
abling one to document his predilections 
on Lee or almost any of his Generals, and 
the elaborate study of what happened to 
Lee’s Lieutenants after the surrender is 
a real contribution.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
Import controls were ordered lift- 
ed last night from 53 commod- 
ities, including iron ore, fir, pine 
and 38 food items. 

Simultaneously it was an- 
nounced that the War Food Ad- 
ministration will assume the im- 
port regulation of certain foods 
previously controlled by the War 
Production Board. WFA ordered 
one new commodity — unground 
pepper, black or white—under im- 
port restrictions. 

The release of 53 items, effec- 
tive Nov. 13, was announced as 
being in line with the policy of 
“easing controls as supply, ship- 
ping and other strategic consid- 
erations permit.” 

In taking centrol of food im- 
ports, WFA issued a regulation 
that follows the pattern of WPB’s 
import order and require import- 
ers of foods to obtain an au- 
thorization from WFA. Applica- 
tions already made to WPB and 
authorizations issued to WPB will 
continue valid. 

Relaxation of import controls 
was announced for a few other 
items, including alpargatas, deer 
skins, unmanufactured cow, horse 
and goat skin leathers. These 
still require import authorizations 
but their sale in this country no 
longer is controlled,

N eating house in California 
A has become famous for stuffed 

baked potatoes. They serve 
a potato that weighs at least one 
full pound. It is stuffed with 
savory meat, cheese and herbs and 
is a complete meal in itself. To- 
day's recipe was developed as an 
accompaniment for meat, but it 
could easily be altered to form a 
meal in the shell with a little 
imagination and the mammoth 
mealy potatoes. In either case 
true baking potatoes of even size 
must be chosen. The instant the 
potatoes are done they need to be 
burst sufficiently for the hot steam 
to get out and leave the inside a 
white mealy mass instead of a 
clammy, lumpy package. In the 
following recipe the topping of 
parmesan cheese does not melt in 
the toasting, but produces an un- 
usual tempting crust for the 
fragrant puffy potatoes. 


Parmesan Herb Potatoes. 


Four baking potatoes, one cup 
hot milk, three or four drops 
Worcestershire sauce, one-half tea- 
spoon prepared mustard, one tea- 
spoon salt, dash of black pepper, 
two tablespoons chopped parsley, 
parmesan cheese, paprika. 

Scrub potatoes and bake for one 
hour or until tender in 400-degree 
oven, Cut in half lengthwise and 
scoop out and put through a ricer 
and combine with the milk: Add 
the next five ingredients. Mix 
well with a spoon and fill potato 
shells. Sprinkle top generously 
with cheese and paprika. Return 
to oven and bake from 10 to 15 
minutes, Serves four,

Three red points for 
cheese use pointless utility beef 
for meat loaf. Twenty blue points 
for commercial tomato juice, but 
we assume you have manned your 
own.

During the fifteenth century, in 
the valley of the River Vire, the 
French poet Oliver Basselin com- 
posed convivial m&sterpieces -— 
forerunners of the popular songs 
of modern times-—and their fame 
literally put hig town upon the 
map. 

Basselin's words and tunes were 
sung throughout France and the 
name of the locale of his birth 
was changed té Voix de Ville— 
street or folk song!

These books contain culinary se- 
crets which have been handed 
down for generations, In them 
you are likely to find a goldmine 
of new food ideas. 


Right now IT should like to tell 
yew about a Woman's Club cook- 

ok which has been perfectly 
edited and is full of wonderful 
recipes. It is “The Connecticut 
Cook book” (Harper’s — $2.50). 
In Westport, Conn., whose wom- 
an’s club compiled this cookbook, 
live many famous artists, writers, 
and other professional people, and 
when you see thelr contributions 
to this book you realize that they 
must all eat extremely well. The 
book is delightfully illustrated and 
its recipes entirely dependable. 
Here are a few samples: 


Pumpkin Chiffon Pie 


One envelope gelatin, one-fourth 
cup cold water, one-half cup milk, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one and 
one-fourth cups canned pumpkin 
(or cooked pumpkin—ed.), one- 
half teaspoon each of ginger, nut- 
meg, cinnamon, Gne cup sugar, 3 
eggs separated, one baked pie shell 
(9"). To slightly beaten egg yolks 
add one-half cup sugar, pumpkin, 
milk, salt and spices, Cook until 
thick in double boiler, Pour cold 
water in bowl, sprinkle gelatin on 
top. Add to hot pumpkin and mix. 
Cool, When mixture begins to 
thicken, add remaining sugar and 
fold in stiffly beaten egg whites, 
Pour into pie ghell. Chill. Pie may 
be sprinkled with chopped nuts

or garnished with whipped cream 
just before serving. 
Connecticut Farm Eggs. 

Twelve hard-cooked eggs, one 
tablespoon onion, minced fine, one 
tablespoon prepared mustard, one 
tablespoon minced parsley, one ta- 
blespoon lemon juice, pinch of 
savory, one-half cup chopped ham, 
rich cream sauce. 

Mash yolka of eggs. Add remain- 
ing ingredients and mix well. Fill 
whites with mixture. Place in 
hallow buttered casserole. Pour 
over all cream sauce seasoned with 
white wine. Sprinkle with buttered 
crumb and bake in moderate 
oven (375-400 degrees) until a del- 
jcate brown. Serves six. 


Chicken in Sour Cream Sauce. 


Three broilers, quartered, one 
cup chicken stock, two tablespoons 
butter, three onions cut very fine, 
few shreds garlic, salt and pepper, 
thyme, one-half pint sour cream, 
one-half teaspoon curry powder (to 
taste), three dashes maggi, tarra- 
gon, one tablespoon flour, mush- 
rooms (optional). 

Salt chicken and allow to stand 
some time before sauteing to a 
golden brown. Place in a Dutch 
oven or-heavy stew kettle with 
chicken stock and simmer until 
tender. Saute in butter very slow- 
ly for one-half hour, onions, garlic, 
thyme, salt and pepper. Remove 
to a bowl, add sour cream, ourry, 
maggi and tarragon. Thicken 
flour in a little hot water and add 
to mixturey Strain this mixture, 
reheat and pour over chicken. 
Boil up for a minute and serve. If 
you have mushrooms, add a few 
sliced and sauteed. Serves six to 
eight.

E are inclined to think when 
W tre subject of an annual 

physical examination comes 
up that it should consist of the 
examining doctor’s listening to the 
heart and lungs, taking the blood 
pressure, weighing the subject, ex- 
amining the urine and blood, and 
looking at the teeth, etc. But this 
sort of examination gives only the 
results, and the gross results at 
that, of what has happened to the 
examiner as the result of the toll 
of the years and his habits. 

The examiner can’t do anything 
about the toll of the years, but 
certainly part of his duties con- 
sists of sitting down and review- 
ing the subject’s daily habits and 
giving him some advice about how 
to improve them, Especially food 
habits. This is really an annual 
health audit. 

The result of such a sort of 
audit as it affected food habits 
has been reported by two Phila- 
delphia investigators, Dr. Howard 
T. Kelly and Miss Myrtle Shep- 
pard, on 85 subjects. The subjects 
were asked to keep a record of ex- 
actly what they ate for a week at 
two different periods. Then the 
examiners went over the diets in 
a cool scientific way pointing out 
where there was deficiency and 
where, excess and giving advice 
for correction. Then a few weeks 
later the subject returned and re- 
ported how he or she was getting 
along on the diet with the sug- 
gested corrections.

ABOUT 50 PER CENT of the 
patients were already eating prop- 
erly. To all intents and purposes, 
allowing for human nature and 
life in general, and likes and dis- 
likes and restrictions imposed by 
the pocket book, they were eating 
an almost ideal diet. This is a 
pretty good record. 

Of course there is no such thing 
as an ideal diet, the dietary yard- 
stick of the Food and Nutrition 
Board of the National Research 
Council to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Man is an adaptable 
animal. He can survive on quite 
a variety of diets and remain 
healthy, the comparative examples 
of the Eskimo and the South Sea 
Islander and the Chinese being 
cases in evidence. It would be a 
pretty gosh awful world if every- 
body ate exactly the same right 
mathematical thing three times a 
day all over the world. The fact 
that about 50 per cent of these 
people ate about the right food is 
an indication of my contention 
that the reports that 95 million 
Americans are not eating properly 
are grossly exaggerated. 

After consultation about im- 
provements in their diet, all but 
eight of the subjects turned in re- 
ports which indicated that they 
were getting closer to an ideal 
diet.

I CANNOT TAKE up the items 
on the list, but will mention a few. 
About 40 per cent of the subjects 
were not getting enough protein 
per day, as shown in the low con- 
sumption of meat, eggs and milk. 
In calculating my own diet about 
a year ago I was surprised to find 
that I was just getting about, or a 
little leas than, the right amount 
of  protein-—surprised because I! 
considered myself a pretty good 
meat and egg eater. Meat is one 
of the “emotional” foods. People 
avoid meat because they have been 
told it is bad for the kidneys, or 
some other myth. The reasons 
given for not eating it by some of 
the low protein users were that it 
is hard to digest, or that it is con- 
stipating, or fattening. 

Interesting that very few were 
taking an excess of calories per 
day — only two out of 85. One 
would have thought that with all 
the hullabaloo about reducing diets 
in this country half of us were eat- 
ing too much. Nearly 80 per cent 
of the subjects in fact were eating 
too little—they had a caloric de- 
ficiency, 

About 20 per cent ate between 
meals, and about 50 per cent had 
an unequal distribution of calories 
among the meals. But I can’t say I 
think either of those are very ter- 
rible crimes. 


Sweet Potato and Apple 


Casserole 
Three sweet potatoes, one-fourth 
cup brown sugar, one-half téa- 


spoon salt, dash of nutmeg, two 
tablespoons margarine, one-half 
cup hot water. Cook sweet pota- 
toes in their skins until tender, 
Cool, peel and cut in quarter-inch 
slices. Peel and slice apples. Place 
a layer of potatoes in a baking 
dish, add a layer of apples and 
sprinkle with sugar and season- 
ings and dot with margarine. Re- 
peat layering, sugaring and sea- 
soning until all ingredients are 
used. Add hot water, cover and 
bake at 350 degrees for 45 min- 
utes, or until apples are tender.

HE President went yesterday 
on his usual pre-election day 
round of neighboring counties. 

He and Secretary Morgenthau 

have made this round on so many 

pre-election days that it has be- 
come a tradition. They always 

stop at the same places, and I 

think the one in Beacon ig the 

very spot where the President 
made his very first campaign 
speech when he entered politics 

as a young man, running in a 

“hopeless” district for the State 

Senate. 

We had an early lunch and saw 
the cavalcade off. Later, at 5:30, 
I met the party for the last meet- 
ing in Poughkeepsie, in front of 
the postoffice.
